To maintain clean 
thrifty plants and control anthracnose use 1 lb. dry lime and sulphur to 5 gallons of water and spray in early 
spring before foliage starts. Also advisable to dust foliage throughout summer with sulphur. Cultivate regularly 
throughout the summer checking growth in late August because of danger from winter injury.
